1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing, 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  for  the  old  Meet- 
ing House  Assocation.

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TOWN  MEETING  —  MARCH  13,  1962 


The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:10  P.M. 

The  Moderator  read  the  Warrant. 

Article  2-3-8  Voted  to  accept  as  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee had  recommended. 

Article  4.  Voted  to  spend  the  Income  and  Interest 
of  the  Parsonage  Fund  for  Preaching. 

Article  5,  Voted  to  authorize  Selectmen  to  hire 
money  for  the  use  of  the  Town  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  6.  Voted  to  authorize  Selectmen  to  sell  Tax 
Title  Property. 

Article  7.  Voted  to  accept  the  Article  as  written : 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  handle  all  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Fire  Dept.  and  to  have  this  Committee 
elected  by  ballot  in  1963  election,  one  to  be  elected  for 
one  year,  one  to  be  elected  for  two  years,  and  one  to  be 
elected  for  three  years,  with  one  being  elected  each 
year  there  after. 

Article  9.  Voted  to  pass  over  article.  Selectman 
Charles  Harper  spoke  and  asked  if  the  Townspeople 
would  not  consider  discussing  the  article  as  the  men 
had  put  a  great  deal  of  time  into  getting  the  map  ready 
and  had  the  booklet  printed. 

It  was  then  voted  to  discuss  the  Proposed  Zoning 
Ordinance  as  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board. 

The  Moderator  suggested  that  we  drop  the  Town 
Meeting  and  have  a  Hearing  on  the  Zoning,  which  was 
accepted. 

It  was  voted  to  rescind  the  zoning  of  1960. 
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It  was  voted  to  accept  the  1962  Zoning  Ordinance 
with  a  few  changes. 

Article  10.  Voted  to  accept  it  but  added  an  amend- 
ment that  the  Selectmen  shall  keep  the  piece  of  land 
from  the  north  driveway  to  George  Gorton's  store  and 
to  where  it  meets  Merle  D.  Kimball's  property,  this 
piece  of  land  to  be  used  as  a  Baseball  field  for  the  Town 
Children  and  to  be  a  memorial  to  Kenneth  Day. 

Article  11.  Voted  to  close  business  meeting  at  10  :10 
o'clock.

SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent,  School  Board  Members, 
and  Citizens  of  Danville : 

The  1962  school  year  brought  increases  in  the  school 
enrollment  which  of  course  brings  increasing  work  and 
responsibilities  in  the  areas  of  service  which  the  nurse 
covers. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  a  principal  and  teachers  who 
are  interested  in  the  whole  child.  They  recognize  that 
individual  health  is  paramount  in  importance  in  develop- 
ing each  child  to  perform  at  his  emotional,  physical 
and  educational  peak.  Consequently,  health  is  taught  in 
the  classrooms  at  each  grade  level.  Besides  this,  a 
physical  educational  program  is  being  carried  on  which 
is  a  credit  to  all  concerned.  Most  youngsters  become 
very  enthusiastic  about  the  daily  exercises,  especially  as 
they  see  their  physical  prowess  developing. 

The  quality  of  the  hot  lunch  program  is  excellent. 
This  includes  the  meals  served  as  well  as  the  integration 
of  the  program  into  the  total  learning  of  the  children. 

Child  health  conferences  were  held  in  Epping  in  the 
spring  with  immunization  shots  and  vaccinations  made 
available  free  of  charge.  Danville  parents  were  invited 
to  take  their  preschool  children  to  these  clinics  and 
several  took  advantage. 

Attendance  at  the  Sabin  polio  clinics  held  in  June, 
July,  and  September  met  the  expectations  of  the  County 
Medical  Society. 

Very  little  is  being  done  at  the  state  level  for  emotional 
problems.  When  these  arise  locally,  our  only  recourse 
is  to  private  treatment,  the  cost  of  which  is  prohibitive. 
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At  this  writing,  your  PTA  is  investigating  the  possibi- 
lity of  having  a  dental  clinic,  using  state  matching  funds. 
This  will  be  a  worthwhile  project,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  arrangements  can  be  made  for  it. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  work  with  the  children  of  Danville.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


In  submitting  this  report  I  want  first  to  commend  you 
for  providing  such  an  excellent  school  facility  for  your 
children.  Even  though  this  represented  a  tremendous 
financial  obligation  you  should  all  feel  justly  proud  of 
what  has  been  accomplished. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  change  in  the  overall  school 
program  during  this  past  year  was  the  initiation  of  a 
semi  -  departmentalized  arrangement  in  grades  five 
through  eight.  This  change  seems  to  be  working  quite 
satisfactorily,  since  both  Mr.  Furlong  and  Mr,  Sargeant 
are  now  teaching  in  their  major  fields,  i.e.,  Mr.  Furlong 
in  English  and  Math  and  Mr.  Sargeant  in  Social  Studies 
and  Science. 

One  topic  that  continues  to  plague  parents,  school 
board  members  and  teachers  alike  is  the  overall  reading 
situation.  In  many  cases  the  problem  stems  from  having 
large,  or  combination  primary  grades.  An  improvement 
could  and  probably  would  be  realized  if  Danville  employ- 
ed an  additional  teacher  for  1963-64,  and  separated 
grades  one  and  two.  This,  obviously,  would  provide  the 
individual  attention  which  is  so  essential  in  early  reading 
instruction  in  grades  one  and  two. 

Your  school  board  continues  to  work  diligently  to 
establish  a  suitable  policy  for  the  use  of  the  school  plant 
by  the  community.  This  problem  is  complicated  some- 
what, since  former  regulations  cannot  apply  in  our  pres- 
ent situation.  Nevertheless,  the  board  is  fully  aware  that 
its  basic  responsibility  is  to  safe-guard  your  investment 
and  is  trying  its  utmost  to  do  just  that. 

In  closing,  I  want  to  extend  my  wholehearted  thanks 
to  your  conscientious  board  for  their  kind  considerations 
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and  cooperation  and  I  hope  that  as  time  goes  by  I  may  be 
of  greater  service  to  them  and  to  you.
